AMERICAN HORSES
INVADE ENGLISH
RACING TRACKS

But They Suffer From the Handicapper
Who Imposes Big Weights.

Asti-racing Legisiation in the States Re-
sponsible for the Invasion — Seme
Good Horses Will Run in Eaglish
Turl Eveats.

(Special from United Press)

London, March 22.—American horses
will take a prominent place on the
English turf this season. “Flat” rac-

ing begins to-day at Lincoln and lasts
eight months. Owing to the anti-race
track legisiation in the United States,
the biggest American stables arc here
in greater force than ever before, al-
though Engiand's horsemen are grow-
Ing accustomed to the American cracks
dra:;::ging down the prizes in Eng and.
The English sportsmen have a whole-
some clre;td of the American cficks.
1_}113 is shown by the fact that the
_I-,‘m;ilsh handicappers have allotted thes
‘invaders” to welishts in all the big
gpring handicaps. Even the English
were surprised when the figures were
announced while the Americans pro-
tested sgainst the manifest unfalrness
The only defanse

comparison betweens Englsh and
American form and therefore put the
visitore on the “strangers make” which
iz about the warst they could do. But
there ig no appeal from this verdict
of the handicappers and the Amer cans
can only grin and bear it if th-y wish
their horses to compete. The only al-
withdraw thelr .horses
when the weights announced are pro-
hibitive. That will undoubtedly be
done in many events. As & conae-
quence of the discrimination by the
handicappers. only one American i=zen-
tered in the first bilg race. the Linco n-
ehire handieap, to be run to-morrow.
This is Whitaey's Delirfum which has
to carry 11% pounda. It has not yet
been declded whether or not Delirlum
will start.

Any-
how there = a good chance for an
American to win the Derby, the *“Blue
Ribbon" of the English turf this year.

Besides the horses named there are
a large number of less noted anima's
from the United States who will run
on English tracks this season. The
English jockeys will also have to look
out for their lauarels this ¥year. In
additlon to "Danny” Maher and J. H.
Martin, America will have several new
recruits.

But the expectations
of the official bug man did not ma-
terialize. This State should make [t-
self familiar with the work done by
the T7.

Meanwhile a
tree that is attacked by the scale
should be scraped and all dead limbs
should be removed and burned. Old
trees ought to be cut down and de-
stroyed. There are many such in
town, and they are nelther picturesque
nor useful. Every owner of § tree
should do the best he ecan to destroy
the scale, Send te Washington. for
all the literaturc there iz on the sub-
ect.
